marriage and the price of wheat, be«f, 
porK, b^ans, corn, and other things 
•n hich go to make up the main portion 
of human food. Ah the prices of these 
commodities po up the number of mar- 
riages goes down. From 1S51 to 1S54 
limes w-ere good, food was cheap, and 
the marriaije rate in Massachusetts 
went up to Zf> per 1,COO. Between 1855 
and 1859 there was great depression of 
trade, ard in 165S the marriage rate 
went doi>n to 17 p<>r 1,000. The years 
from 1ST3 to 1878 form another period 
at depression. Factories \\ere closed 
and manufacturers of every kind suf- 
fered beierelj. In one year, at least, 
crops \v ere short and the prices of food 
were high. The result wag immediate- 
ly seen in matrimony, for in 1874 tho 
number of marriages went down from 
21 per 1.000 of the population to 18, 
and in 1870 and the following two years 
declined to 15 per 1,000—a tremendous 
falling off from 20 per 1,000, the ligure 
attained in 1S34. which was the banner 
jcar in Uie state of Massachusetts for 
matrimony.
